The drollest news of the week comes from Denver, 
where a lady who shot and killed her policeman-husband 
in a friendly domestic scrap, is asking for a police pension 
on the ground that her husband was killed while in the 
service of the police department. 

Time was when a woman who had killed her husband 
thought it a good day's work when the jury acquitted her 
from the murder pry She never thought to ask for a 
pension for life for her dred. 

It recalis the satiric humor of Max O'Rell on a certain 
phase of modern life. “Time was,” he said, “when the 
woman who was taken in adultery was stoned to death; 
now they put her picture in the papers and make fun of 
her husband. What more does she want?” 


The saddest news of the week comes from Port Hope, 
Ontario, where a 15-year-old high school girl is dead from 
strychnine poisoning. 

Enquiry into her death reveals that she had taken the 
poison as a mental stimulant in pr@paration for her de- 
partmental exams. A man had told several of the girls 
that university students sometimes took strychnine for 
that purpose, so she obtained some by a pretext—and died 
in agony from an overdose. 

I don’t know whether this death should be laid at the 
door of a half-grain of strychnine or of the educational 
system that terrifies pupils with the dread of failure at 
exams. Examinations are not good criterions, at the best. 
They only show that the pupil has been a good learner; 
t he has developed powers of mind apart from the 
And they are terribly unfair to the nervous pupil.
